Thele arefourge ofthe moſt incurable dilcaſes 
that befiege the braine of man: for vnderſtan- 
ding of the which cure I muſt remember the 
Lector , that fince the daycs of Hzppocrates, 
and inhis dayestherehaue bene invented hue 
ſundrie ſorts of vacuations to voyde this our

The onely medicament which was wont to 
procure {uch ſpitting , or ſlavering, was Hy- 
drarzyrum,quicke-filuer: but now of ncwe is 
found out this diuine Tabaccs, which if it be 
rizhtly vied, is a ſoucraigne hclpe, and a pre. 
{cnt purgation , and appiooued preſeruatiue 
againſt the forcſaid di[caics, as alſo againſt Ar. 
thritis, the gowt, L1thiaſes, the ftonc in reines 
or bledder,and Hydropilte.

As concerning 
the ſmoke,it may be taken more frequently, & 
for the ſaid effects, but alwayes faſting,& with 
emprieſtomack,not as the Englith abuſers do, 
which make a ſmoke-boxe of their ſkull, more 
fit ro be caried vnder his arme that ſclleth at 
Paris aunoir a noeircir to blacke mens ſhooes, 
then to carie the braine of him that can nor

betweene Rowen and New-hazen, This fellow 
was a merrie man, but ateuery houſe he muſt 
haue a Cole to kindle his Tabacco: the French- 
men wondered,and I laughed at his intempes« 
rancie.

things at thenoſc and the mouth, to repreſle 
and thruſt back the mother in the ſuffocation, 
a fearctull and dangerous diſcale. The moſt 
expen Phyſitians in our daycs admit with one 
conſent the ſmoake of 7«{il1goto be recciued 
atthe mouth, by thoſc which arepriſicke, or 
aſthmaticke or hauethec cough of cold, Gordon 
a learned olde Phyſitian, the. Yade mecum of 
practitians, ordaincth Trochiſques of Amber. 
grcis,Muſke,and other Ingredients to be vſed 
afrerthe forme as we take the ſmoake of Ta- 
bacco for the Epilepiie. In the booke called

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death to T abacco: ſo that if T abacco werevſed: 
phyſically and with diſcretion there were no 
medicament in the worlde compzrable to it. 
Now to returne from whencel did digreſſeto 
ſhew the commodities of Tabaceo,I lay hereas 
a ground to build vpon, that byreaſon of the 
ſituation of mans head, which isaboue altheo- 
ther members of the body , the moſt parte of 
diſcaſes flow fromthe head,as from a fountain, 
ſo thatT abacco going immediatly to the brain, 
it not only augmenteth and refrcſheth the ani. 
mall ſpirites, but dricth the ſourſe of innume- 
rable diſcaſcs,andfortificth the braine. So that 
there is no man but may recciue commoditie 
by the vie of Tabacto,except only thoſe which 
haue their braine dry & hot, which is atempez 
rament vnnaturall to the braine,yeaand a dan; 
gerous diſcaſe, and the next degree toreauing 
ro furie, to madnefle. 1 know that cuery one 
will be curious to aske me how he ſhall know a 
hote & dry braine.

whoreaueth waking, and formeth monſtruous 
dreames flceping,and whoſe noſe diſtilleth no- 
thing. It wcrea world of worketoſpecifiein 
particular all the diſcaſes , and ſymptomes 
that are helped or preucnred by Tabacco, but 1 
will only ſet downe thoſe which I know either 
by mine own experience,or by the faithfullre- 
porte of learned Phyſicians, or of credible pa; 
tients.I willbeginart the Epilepſic which is cal- 
led by Hieeockarss morbus ſacer,the falling 
ſicknes,and this plant is called by ſome nations 
herbaſacra:then after legittime preparation,& 
ſuch diet as a skilfulPhyſician ſhalpreſcribe,let 
the|patientbe purged with the infuſion of Ta- 
bacco in hidromel,in the ſtrained liquor of this 
infuſion diflolue foure graines of the ſalt made 
of Tebaccoandpgiucit tothe patient to drinke: 
berafter, hauinga cauter in his neck, he ſhal rake 
cuery day the ſmoke of a pipe of fine Tabarcs 
faſting in the morning, & once euery third day 
nee ſhall hold in his mouth the apophlegma- 
tiſine of Tabacro in ſubſtance. 7B 
+ - Now becauſe this diſeaſe hath ſome occule 
venome and maligne qualitie,the oldePhyſi. 
Fians by long expericnce hauc found out ſome 
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things which helpe this difcaſe by an indecla- 
rable vertue, and for this cauſe he ſhall take the 
{inoake ot this confeeed Tabacco cuery day. 
Take ameegrceſe, the ſecede of peonie, and 
f-1rax, of every one halte an ounce, of muske 
twentic graines, of /;zznum aloes the weight of - 
three crownes,of maziſterin;m cranithumanian 
ounce,ofthe ſowing thereot, halfe an ounce,ot 
fine Tavaccoas muchas of them all, make of all 
theſca grofſe powder,and take the ſmoake of it 
cucry morning, and thus the epijleprticke ſhall 
aitaine tohis health rather then by the galls of 
dogs & ſuperſtitious characters vied by anum- 
ber of ignorant deboſhed Vagabondes and 
Montcbanckes. The Hydropiſte is one of the 
ordinarie cuſtomers that commeth to craue 
hcalthat the ſhop of Tabacce,and ſpecially if it 
becnoldeninthe paticnts mouth in ſubſtance, 
or ifhectake now and then of the ſalt thereof, 
and cucry dayapipe or two. The Arthritis or 
20wt,& graucllarc preuentcd prettily,becaulc 
the antecedent cauſe is taken away : 1t preſcr- 
verh from thc toothach:itcurcth the migraim, 
the colcke,the covh, the cold:Irſtaycthgrow- 
n9 tattc:it is the antidote of Hypochondriacke 
mclan. 
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melancholic, ir preparcth the ſtomacke for 
meat:it maketh a clear voice, it maketha {veer 
breath, itclearerh the ſight,it opncth the earcs, 
it putteth away the punailſe,6: openeth the pat- 
{age of the noſe, it is the nourle of the lights, ir 
comfortcth nerucs, and taken in ſfirupethere is 
no obſtruction that can abidcit:itis preſent rc- 
licte againſt the moſt part of poylons: And in 
few words it isthe princeſle of phylical plants. 
To conclude this difcourſe I muſt exculc here 
my plainneſſeand ſimplicitic with this cavear 
to the curious Leor,that albcit the neuer to 
much commended TAbaccobee of lufficiencie 
to cure many diſcaſes: yet itis notof cthcacie 
in al perfons,in all ſeaſons,in al temperaments, 
but it-muſtbee vſed by the direction of fomc 
expert and prudent Phyſician. There was 
ona time a diſeaſed Gentleman, who tor to rc- 
couer his hcalth ſent tora Phyt1cian, the which 
vſing prudently & artificially his curc,theGen.

was nothingthe bettcr : he ſentagaine for Ma- 
ſter Do&or, and inquired what the matter 
{ſhould be.fecing he was diſeaſed with the ſame 
maladic,hec had takentheſame portion, he vicd 
It yery rightly with all the circumſtances and 
obſcruations,he had not omitted oneote, No 
faidthe Phyſician you lacked aprinci palpoint, 
avery necc{{aric Circumſtance & an cflcnriall 
Cauſe, that is, you receiued not the potion 
from the hand ofaPhyſician: for it the patient, 
as experience tcacheth beginneth to teele the 
firſt hepe of his health ar the arriuall of his 
Phyſician: bow much more ſhall he be alleua- 
ted when he giveth him our of his owne hand 
the Cvppe whichcontcincth theCouenant of 
hisreſtitution, the earneſt of his Wellfare, and 
the weapon to deſtroy his diſeaſe. Happy were 
the land that hadno nced of Phyipcians, happy 
the lande which having needeof them hath 
of the beft ſorte, and happic were the Phy 
mw * ficiank 
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ficians whoſclote were to come inthe lande 
where the Lawof good KingRevruzr were 
curioutly kceped, that no man vnder paine of 
death. ſhould exercife phyſicke thatcould not 
ſhew a publicke teſtimonie of his lawfulk Cal- 
ling.Burt I muſtfay of Phyſicke as a holyFather 
Bide of the holie Scripture, hanc dclirus ſenex, 
banc garrula anus hanc ſophiſta verboſus 
putteth ia practiſe, and is not pu.
